Men who have substituted
the gas ranse for the corl sey that it
fs one of the great moril agents of the
age and that it Is the menns of helping
thiem ‘on to the promised lund more
ensily, the wives of such men smile nt
this and say that It s merely balm to
man's consclence and that It has taken
the bfead right out of the mouth of the
professional writer of jokes. He this as
it may, the gas range ls a fine thing.
It has every advantage over copl if
properly managed, It =aves no end of
inbor and (= cleaner, cheaper to run and
cooks all foods beter than the old-Fash-
loned' conl range,

Ten vears ago the use of was
practically unknown in priviate famil-
les except for lighting. Today there ure
betweaen 40,000 and 60,000 gas ranges
in use in apartments which have been
put in by one concern afone, This does
not Include those In the big hotels, Peo-
ple In moderate circumstances  have
tuken more eagerly to the gas
than thoge with large Incomes. This I8
easily explalned, for the gas range does
away with one servant, or, If o woman
has 1o do her own cooking, saves her
no end of time and strength, Fumilies
ocoupying houses are just beginning te
adopt the gas ranges, That I o result
of the cooking school. Professional
tenchers of cookery have from the very
wiart, even when gus ranges were ox-
L--l'lrnt-r\lnl and imperfect things, ad-

ocuted gas for cooking.

For severnl years house-
keepers complalned that they could not
terch servants to be careful in the use
of gas, and that they found It just as
expensive as coal. This ditliculty huas
been overcome by an adjurtable serew
for regulating the gas*tlow.

serew driver, but any woman can give
these Httle screws a turn and et the
cook do what she may she ean't waste
any gas. 8o much for the outside,
The bottom of the oven Is a concave
gheet cast plate, which makes the fire
hug the bottom of the oven and dif-
fuses the heat equally at top, bottom,
and on the sldes, This oven s ready
to bake In six minutes after being
lighted, and blscuits, bread, cake, and
g0 on come out a benutiful brown on

all sides, The broiler is below (ne
oven, for you cannot broill over gas,
.q'h?. oven slides right out and that
malds it very easy to repair., When

an ov wore out in the old gus ranges
an Ell‘xlrl had to take out o bolt here, o
bolt thére, another yonder, and by the
time he got the oven repaired or a new
one in the lady of the house and the

cook were both in a stew, but now the |

repairing of gns ranges amounts to
nothing. An upright side broller is one
of the newest attachmenits for the per-
fect range. The steak, birds, sweet-
breads, or whatever one wighes to hroil
Is broiled on both sides at the same
time, for it Is suspended from the top
of the brollér and the flames leap up
on both sides. A pan below catches the
drippings.

GAS AND HOT WATER.

“In apartments where the owner does
not supply hot water to his tenants,”
continusd the authority, “people who
cooked on gas ranges used Lo make one
complaint, They sald that they couldn't
afford to Leep the gas burning con-
stantly and unless they did they had
no hot water for bathing purposes. In
all apartment housss bheing built today
hot water is suppHed by the owner,
Tenants have demanded Lhig and now
gL It in nine cases out of ten. In many
old apartments tenants have Lo supply
thelr own hot wnter, and to meet this
need, which 8 also a need in private
houses when the women go away for
the summer and the men are left to
iive bachelor style, a boiler has been
brought out that fully solves the hot
waler problem.
